BEATEN BY WILKES. 


An E x citin g and Stubbo rnly C o ntested 
R ace Set to R ather Slo w T im e— 
The H eats In D eta il—Spo rt­ 
ing New s in G eneral. 


P h i la d e lp h ia , Au g. 14. — Seven thou sand 
p ersons witnessed the race a t Belmont p ark 
Thu rsday afternoon between the famou s 
trotting horse« Phallas and Harry Wilkes. 
Tho weather was warm and the track in 
sp lendid condition, bu t 
notwithstanding 
these favorable conditions the time recorded 
was not fast 
There has beeu so mu ch talk 
abou t Phallas and H arry Wilkes, and what 
they exp ected to do, th at every one inter­ 
ested in trotting was anxiou s toseo the raco. 
Tne resu lt wae a disap p ointm ent 
Phallas 
is no longer “king of the tu rf,” the lau rels 
having been wrested from him and trans­ 
ferred 
to 
H arry 
Wilkes. 
The 
op in­ 
ion 
was 
general 
that 
Phallas 
cou ld 
have easily won the race, bu t was not 
p erm itted to do so. 
The betting was q u ite 
lively, p ools selling a t $100 to $40 with 
FhaU&s as favorite. 
When the horses ap p eared u p on the track, 
Phallas was heartily cheered by the crowd 
on the grand stand. 
Borne difficu lty was 
exp erienced in getting the horses away, for 
the first beat, H arry Wilkes scoring badly. 
They finally got off in good order, Wilkes, 
who had the p ole, slightly in the lead. Both 
horses flew arou nd the track in fine style, 
Wilkes closely followed by Phallas. 
At the 
three-q u arter p ole the contest became inter­ 
esting, and the home-stretch was entered 
with Phallas only half a length behind 
Wilkes. 
Up to this time neither horse bad 
broken, and the race down the stretch was 
a beau tifu l and most exciting one. 
It looked 
now as it Phallas wou ld forge ahead, bu t 
when the distance p ost was reached the 
“king” broke and Wilkes came in winner by 
an op en leu gth; time, 2:16. 
Second heat— A fter scoring 
twice tho 
horses got away in good shap e, Wilkes 
slightly in the lead. 
He lost his feet, how­ 
ever, a short distance beyond tbe wire and 
had almost reached the q u arter p ole before 
he was redu ced to a trot, Phallas being 
twenty-five 
yards 
ahead. 
Wilkes 
now 
settled down to work, and when the three- 
q narter p ost was reached bod nearly closed 
the gap , and before striking the home­ 
stretch ho \Msb ed Phallas. 
Tho race down 
the stretch was a close one, bu t when tbe 
distance p ost was reached Phallas again 
broke, as in the first heat, and W ilkes won 
easily; time, 2:33. 
Third beat—Both horses got off in fine 
style, Phallas taking tbe lead. 
H arry 
Wilkes broke before reaching the q u arter 
p ole, bu t soon recovered. Phallas, however, 
maintained tho lead and won the heat 
easily, p u lsing u nder the wire eight lengths 
ahead; time, 2:21%. 
Fou rth heat—The horses g> t off with 
Phallas lou ding by a length <>r two, which 
he maintained u ntil tho half-mile p ost was 
reached, when Wilkes began to creep u p 
and a t tho three-q u arter p olo tho horse« 
were nearly even. 
Wilkes ma le a sp u rt, 
however, and shooting ahead came down 
the home stretch in fino stylo, p assing the 
wire six length« ahead of Phallas an i win­ 
ning tho heat and raco easily; time, 2:18%.

Good Frida y is observed a s a sort of Ma y 
festiva l. 
This yea r, a s usua l, the Pa seo de 
¡a s Flores (Flower Promena de) 
wa s held 
a long the Viga , the picturesque ca na l which 
■tretches a wa y between willows a nd popla rs 
o the fa r-fa med floa ting ga rdens of the 
a ncient Aztecs. 
The scone a long the his­ 
toric ca usewa y wa s a stonishing to foreign­ 
ers, a nd a s cha rmingly peculia r a s it wa s 
typica l of a poetic a nd plea sure-loving peo­ 
ple. 
They a re ea rly risers in this la nd of 
the sun, where brea kfa st is not ta ken till 
midda y, a nd everybody is enjoying a long 
siesta during those hours when America ns 
ire most a ctively a t work. 
At sunrise the 
Viga a nd it* 
bouleva rd 
were thronged 
with the a ristocra cy of the city a nd a va st 
concourse of plebeia ns a nd India ns.

a dmitted, a nd the progra mme is of the most 
popula r cha ra cter.

between 3,000 a nd 4.000 people ha ve been 
sea ted, drinking a ll kinds of liquors a nd 
every ma le smoking, a nd yet during the per­ 
forma nce of a ha rp solo you could ha ve 
hea rd a pin drop. 
The middle-cla ss girls of Holla nd a re cer­ 
ta inly very pretty, they ha ve such soft, 
clea n skin a nd such bright complex ion*.

The uses of pa per, outside of its ordina ry 
com m ercia l purposes for printing, writing 
a nd 
wra pping, a re consta ntly increa sing 
its grea t chea pness suggesting its em ploy­ 
ment for w idely differing purposes. 
Some 
of it* la test uses, in v iew of its properties, a s 
genera lly known, seem v ery curious, but 
a re not more so tha n its em ploym ent a s ca r 
wheels, in which it ha s been very successful. 
It is in fa ct one of the m ost a da pta ble pro­ 
ducts of the ha nd of m a n 
One of the most 
rem a rka ble uses is the ma nufa cture of tylo 
nite, which ca n be ma de in im ita tion 
horn* rubber, tortoise shell, a mber, 
a ud 
gla ss. 
Zylonite m a y be a da pted to a wide 
v a riety of uses, but one of its most v a lua ble 
is a n im ita tion gla ss for ca thedra l windows. 
The x ylonite is much less brittle tha n 
either horn or iv ory, a nd much more flex i­ 
ble. 
As im ita tion tortoise shell it ca n 
ha rdly be distinguished from the genuine 
a rticle. 
In the m a nufa cture of zylonite 
pla in w hite tissue pa per, ma de from cotton 
or cotton a nd linen ra gs, is ta ken a nd first 
trea ted to a ba th of sulphuric a nd other 
a cids, in w hich it undergoes a chem ica l 
cha nge. 
The nex t process is the wa shing of 
the pa per to rem ov e the a cids, a nd it is then 
trea ted to a nother prepa ra tion of a lcohol 
a nd ca mphor. 
Its a ppea ra nce by this tim e 
is v ery much like pa rchment, a nd it ca n 
be worked up into pla tes of a ny thickness, 
a nd m a de perfectly tra nspa rent, or ca n be 
died a ll the brillia nt colors tha t ca n be giv en 
to silk.

As the pa per will prevent the 
esca pe of bea t a bout a s well a s a woolen 
bla nket, it ca n be ma de a very servicea ble 
a rticle of bed clothing, a s it ca n be left Unon 
the bed if desired. 
Though pa per pulp is uot strictly pa i» r, a 
gla nce a t some of its uses is properly within 
the scope of this a rticle. 
A recent uso for 
which a pa tent ha s been gra nted is tho ma n­ 
ufa cture of shea thing a nd roofing pa pers. 
Tho shea thing pa per is ma de from a pulp of 
spent ta n ba rk, mea dow ha y, a nd mill wa ste 
a s a center, with a la yer of pulp on either 
side, composed of cotton or linen ra gs, wa ste 
pa pers, or a mix ture of simila r jna teria ls. 
The roofing pa per ha s the sa me middle, but 
the covering is a pulp composed of sa tinet 
a nd colored ra gs, shoddy, a nd stra w. 
Both 
of these a rticles a re sa id to bo ex cellent for 
the purpose intended. 
PAFF.R PULP FABRIC, 
Perha ps the most importa nt of the recent 
inventions or a pplica tions of pa per pulp is 
in the m&qufa cture of pa per pulp fa bric. 
This ma teria l is designed for a rticles which 
require the cha ra cteristics of pa per a nd, a t 
tiio sa me time, much more strength tha u 
pa per a lone possesses. 
Pa per pulp fa bric in 
the pa st ha s boon ma de by securing sheets 
of finished pa per to shoot meta l by mea ns of 
a cement or a n a dhosive of some kind. This 
fa bric wa s necessa rily somowha t limited in 
the a rea of the meta l sheets w on 
limited. 
The la test pa per pulp ma teria l i* ma de 
in continuous webs or lengths in a ll desired 
widths. 
The fa bric is composed of a wire 
cloth, of a desired fineness or coa rseness, 
covered with pa per pulp. 
It thus possesses 
a ll the strength of meta l a nd a ll the flex i­ 
bility, softness, a nd smoothness of pa per. 
The continuous webs of pa per pulp a re com­ 
bined with the 
continue« « web of wire 
cloth, so tha t the pulp is forced through th* 
moshos of the wire cloth, completely tilling 
them a nd a t the sa m» e time completely cov­ 
ering tho wire. 
METHODS <>F MANUFACTURE. 
Tho pulp is ma nufa ctured by a n ordina ry 
[« per ma king ma chine, mo a s to deliver two | 
independent a nd continuous sheet* of pa jjer 
pulp a t certa in points, from which the web* 
or continuous *heet* a ro fed into suita ble 
pressure rollers. 
A roll of wire cloth i* 
pla ced in the line of feed nea r the pressure 
rollers a ud is fed into them a t the sa me 
time, a nd between the two continuous sheet* 
of pa jx ir pulp. 
The roller* press the three 
webs together, a nd in tho opera tion the two 
web* ot ptt{ior pulp fill the rneshos of the 
wire cloth a s well a s completely enveloping 


The fa bric b a fterwa rd dried, a nd ie then 
rea dy for u*e. 
Before being pa ssed through 
the roll» a nd covered with tho pulp, the wire 
cloth is wa ter-proofed or not, a * desired. 
The fa bric looks ex a ctly like pa per of 
the fa a mo tex ture a nd qua lity. 
The surfa ce 
of the fa bric ma y be finished by pa inting, 
va rnishing, etc., or by trea ting it with a 
fire-prooflng or wa ter-proofing 
compound, 
or by covering it with finished pa j» er, etc.’ 
As the fa bric is a continuous sheet, pieces of 
the sheet* ca n 
be ea sily cut into 
the 
proper shiijie for a ny use or for a ny a rticle, 
especia lly those tha t ca n be formed without 
•ea rn. 
Tho pa rts ca n be ea sily sea med to-
